Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1 - 24 are allowed. 

The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject 
matter: As specifically claimed, the art of record fail to teach, among other limitations, in 
combination, an improvement in a cloaked RFID tag having a tag which comprises a 
logic circuit coupled to said switch selectively allow communication of signals through 
said antenna during normal operation to allow output of a signal from said RFID tag 
through said antenna and to disable the output from said RFID during a cloaking period; 
and a receiving connection to said RFID tag so that command signals are continuously 
receivable notwithstanding cloaking of said RFID tag (claims 1 and 10), and also

disabling communication of data signals from said RFID tag through said antenna 
coupled to said RFID tag during cloaking of said RFID; and receiving command signals 
by said tag through said antenna during said cloaking. The term " cloaking as 
described in the claims, is a state where the RFID tag antenna is disconnected, thus, 
the tag appears less visible in the RF field (see paragraph bridging pages 7 and 8 in the 
specification). 

The closest prior art (US 6,072,383) discloses an RFID Tag having parallel 
resonant circuit for magnetically decoupling tag from its environment, which comprises a 
switch S1 that may be selectively moved between the open position and the closed 
position, in accordance with a stored data pattern to tune and detune the antenna 
circuit, such that the stored data is transmitted to the reader. In the switch closed 
position, which is the transponder state during modulation and during cloaking, the 
transponder is essentially removed from the environment. Such prior art fails to teach 
the claimed limitations as recited above.
